‘During the height of San 
Francisco's rioting, after the 
National Guard had been 
brought in and a curfew had 
been declared, a group of 93 
placard-carrying demon- 
strators, mostly white, were 
arrested for inciting to riot, 
commiiting a public nuisance. 
disturbing the peace, ob- 
structing a public street, re- 
sisting arrest, and violation of 
the curfew. 

The demonstrators, who 
were chanting “burn. baby. 
burn" and “cops are mur- 
derers’, had been ordered to 
disperse. On their refusal. the 
arrests followed. 

Last week, by. agreement 
among their defense attor- 
neys. the District Attorney's 
office and two San Francisco 
municipal court judges, the 
demonstrators were granted 
amnesty from prosecution, 
except for the least severe 
charge of curfew violation.

days probation.

spect for law and order. The 
very, term “civil disobedi- 
ence” is a misnomer, he de- 
clares, ‘for the simple reason 
that willful violation of the 
criminal laws is not ‘civil dis- 
obedience’ but is ‘criminal 
disobedience’.”’ 

“Government”, he states.. 
has no right to turn the cheek 
of its citizens. Instead. it is 
gravely obligated — by the 
very purpose of its existence 
— to see to their protection.” 

He quotes Lewis F. Powell, 
past president of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association: “Many 
centuries of human _ misery 
show that once a society de- 
parts from the rule of law. 
and every man becomes the 
judge of which laws he will 
obey. only the strongest re- 
main free.” 

The remedy, Justice Whit- 
taker concludes, “is as plain 
as the threat. It is simply to 
insist that our governments, 
state and federal, reassume 
and discharge their first duty 
of protecting the people 
against lawless invasions 
upon their persons and prop- 
erty by the impartial and 
vigorous enforcement of our 
criminal laws and by the 
swift, certain and substantial 
punishment thereunder of all 
persons whose conduct vio- 
lates those laws — and to do 
so immediately, and hopefully 
before planned and organized 
crime has spread beyond the 
capacities of our peacekeep- 
ing machinery to control and 
suppress.”

Wilson states that from a lozd 
of 40,000 board feet of green lum- 
ber in a kiln section enough mois- 
ture will be pulled out to fill a 
20,000 gallon tank if converted to 
water. 

The kiln drying operation re-+ 
sults in a high grade of lumber, 
and the required three and one- 
half days compares to possibly 
6-8 weeks time to dry the same 
lumber outdoors during the sum- 
mer, and possible six months dur- 
ing the winter. 

Major advantage of the kilns, 
however, is that kiln-dried lumber 
is of much higher quality than 
naturally dried, and today’s mar- 
ket demands the kiln dried prod- 
uct. 

Doug Lewis, resident engineer 
for Mt, Whitney, states that the 
kilns will continue to operate at 
capacity through the winter, al- 
though he says that with the cur- 
rent tight money situation, not 
much building lumber is moving at 
present. 

As for general operation of the 
Indian reservation mill, Lewis says 
that sawing and drying of lumber 
will continue until the middle of 
April, even though logging opera- 
tion — handled on contract — 
will close down November 18. 

During the last two weeks of 
April the mill will shut down for 
repairs, then will move’ into high 
gear again as logging operations 
get under way about May 1. 

Payroll at the mill is a steady 
60-65 persons the year around, 
with this figure going to 85 dur- 
ing the construction period of the 
past summer. 

Timber from both the Indian 
reservation and the Sequoia Na- 
tional forest, sold in blocks on a 
hid basis, supplies the Mt. Whit- 
ney operation on the reservation. 

With planned annual harvest- 
ing of the timber crop, the total 
operation is geared so that it will 
continue through the foreseeable 
future.
